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Carter Takes Oath As 39th President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In soft 
Georgia accent, uttering the simple 
oath set out in the Constitution, Jimmy 
Carter comes to power today to lead 
the nation into its third century. 
That miracle of democracy, the 
peaceful transfer of government from 
one party and one president to another, 
is celebrated once again with prayer 
and proud pageantry. 
The outgoing president, Gerald R. 
Ford, was to share the pillared plat­ 
form in front of the Capitol as Carter 
swore to “preserve, protect and defend 
the Constitution of the United States.” 
For Carter, it was — as he told his 
neighbors in Plains, Ga. — “A new 
day, a new beginning, a new spirit for 
our country.” 
For Ford, it was a leave-taking from 
the government he had served nearly 
half his 63 years, the last 2*6 as a presi­ 
dent elected by no one. He had sought 
today’s swearing-in ceremony for 
himself, but, failing to win election, 
directed full cooperation to smooth the 
new administration’s way. 
In that spirit, the departing 38th 
president and the incoming 39th 
paused for coffee in the White House 
before riding together to the Capitol in 
a display of unity and continuity. 
With them were their wives, each a 
partner in her husband’s success: 
Rosalynn Carter, who campaigned day 
after day in Carter’s dogged rise from 
obscurity, and Betty Ford, a first lady 
of dignity and grace whose popularity 
rating in polls often rivaled or sur­ 
passed her husband’s. 
And there was another transition as 
the vice presidency passed from 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to Walter F. 
Mondale. 


With the oath-taking — Mondale 
first, then Carter — the nation once 
more had elected officials at the top. 
Richard M. Nixon and Spiro T. 
Agnew, who assumed responsibility on 
this day four years ago, also vowed to 
“take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed,” but were forced from office 
for failing to do just that. 
Carter’s presidency began the in­ 
stant he placed his left hand on a Bible 
that had been in his mother’s family 
for 150 years and repeated the 35-word 
oath prescribed by the Founding Fa­ 
thers: 
“I do solemnly swear that I will 
faithfully execute the office of 
President of the United States, and will 
to the best of my ability preserve, 
protect and defend the Constitution of 
the United States.” 
To the end, as a private citizen, he 
acted as any husband and father. He 
turned down the thermostat in his 
home before locking its doors, and he 
helped carry 9-year-old Amy’s doll 
house to the moving van. 
The man who has said he will wear 
blue jeans and an open shirt in his 
private time at the White House, 
donned a tuxedo for a star-filled pre­ 
inauguration gala at the Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts on 
Wednesday night. 
With Mrs. Carter beside him, Carter 
held Amy on his lap as they waited for 
the performance to begin. 
Carter has said that Amy, reared in 
Georgia, has never seen snow. She 
may get her chance tonight as the 
Carters make the rounds of seven in­ 
augural balls — a whirlwind not 
scheduled to end until after I a.m. 
For Ford, leaving Washington after 


25 years as congressman, one as vice 
president and 2*6 as president, the 
burdens of office give way 
im­ 
mediately to the burden of the golf 
course. 
A plane from the presidential fleet 
waited at Andrews AFB to take him to 
Monterey, Calif., where he will play in 
the Bing Crosby National Pro-Am on 
Friday as the partner of Arnold 
Palmer.

For myself and our nation, I want to 
thank my predecessor for all he has 
done to heal our land. 
In this outward and physical 
ceremony we attest once again to the 
inner and spiritual strength of our 
nation; 
As my high school teacher, Miss 
Julia Coleman, used to say, “We must 
adjust to changing times and still hold 
to unchanging principles.” 


Here before me is the Bible used in 
the inauguration of our first President 
in 1789, and I have just taken my own 
oath of office on the Bible my mother 
gave me a few years ago, opened to a 
timeless admonition from the ancient 
prophet Micah: 
“He hath showed thee, o man, what 
is good; and what doth the Ixird 
require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God.” (Micah 6:8) 
"Hiis inauguration ceremony marks 


a new beginning, a new dedication 
within our government, and a new 
spirit among us all. A President may 
sense and proclaim that new spirit, but 
only a people can provide it. 
Two centuries ago our nation’s birth 
was a milestone in the long quest for 
freedom, but the bold and brilliant 
dream which excited the founders of 
our 
nation 
still 
awaits 
its 
con­ 
summation. I have no new dream to 
set forth today, but rather urge a fresh

More Snow Facing Ohioans

Already reeling from its worst 
winter in decades, Ohio braced for 
more snow today amid rising natural 
gas and electricity shortages that have 
shut down many businesses and 
schools. 
The lingering cold has taken a deep 
bite into the state’s economy. 
The energy resources committee of 
the Ohio Manufacturers Association 
has passed a resolution calling for an 
immediate investigation of the elec­ 
trical supply situation by the public 
utilities commission and the state 
Energy and Resources Development 
Agency. 
The OMA claims that “ many 
manufacturers in Ohio have been 
forced to cut back their use of elec­ 


tricity, causing layoffs of tens of 
thousands of Ohio workers.” 
After meeting with officials of East 
Ohio Gas Co., Summit County school 
officials “reluctantly” agreed to keep 
schools closed for the rest of the week. 
They 
asked however for docu­ 
mentation that a gas problem exists in 
the area. 
“Some have never believed that a 
gas supply problem exists," said an 
East Ohio Co. spokesman. 
The problem became more real 
Wednesday for commercial customers 
of Dayton Power & light Co. 
DP&L announced that it was ter­ 
minating natural gas service for any 
commercial custom ers which ex­ 
ceeded allowable winter useage levels. 
About 2,000 of the utility’s 16, OOO 


commercial customers would be 
immediately affected, and more would 
fall under the new plan once they 
surpassed 50 per cent of their 1972 base 
levels. 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. 
blamed the frozen conditions of the 
Ohio River with preventing heating oil 
from reaching any of its customers. 
“ Another week to IO days of con­ 
tinued abnormally cold weather is 
likely to result in critical oil supply 
problems," a utility spokesman said. 
Temperatures in the teens alleviated 
electricity burdens on utilities in 
Cincinnati and Dayton. 
Schools closed for the week in Cin­ 
cinnati, further easing the burden 
there, and most schools were also 
closed in Dayton. 


In Cleveland, schools were reporting 
plans to shut down for the remainder of 
the week, although Columbus public 
and private schools opened Wednesday 
as did Ohio State University. 
Kent State University’s main 
campus plans to reopen today, but with 
thermostats set between 50 and 55 
degrees. 
Columbus has resumed trash pickup 
after a week of no trash collection. 
Arthur Schuck, superintendent of 
waste collection in Cincinnati, said the 
city won’t be able to catch up on all its 
waste collection until the weather 
thaws. 
Despite a letup in subzero tem­ 
peratures, the current cold spell is 
putting mounting strain on generating

of Pickaway Terrace. 
A $220,000 federal grant has been 
approved for the senior citizen center. 
Pickaway Terrace Inc. will finance 
construction of the housing complex 
with a $963,500 FRA loan. The interest 
rate will be 8 per cent. The housing is 
for senior citizens and the rent will be 
federally subsidized depending upon 
the income of the renters. Maximum 
rent for those financially able to pay 
will be $229 per month for a single 
bedroom unit and $254 a month for a 2- 
bedroom unit. However the federal 
subsidy will enable people who have 
only social security for income to live 
in the apartments. 
Present plans call for 60 units to be 
constructed — 20 2-bedroom apart­ 
ments and 40 1-bedroom apartments. 
Four of the 1-bedroom apartments and 
two of the 2-bedroom apartments will 
be designed for handicapped persons 
confined to wheelchairs. 
Guy Leatherwood, president of 
Pickaway Terrace, reported that they 
are considering employing National 
Church Residences, a professional 
management firm, to oversee the 
complex maintenance and rental when 
it is completed. 
In other action Wednesday, Fred 
Howell, chairman of the nominating 
committee, presented Charles Nelson, 
Randolph Wolfe and Dick Tootle for 
trustees for three year terms. The 
three were elected by unanimous 
acclamation. 
Vera Saunders, secretary, read the 
loan agreement.

It is 
that unique self-definition which has 
given us an exceptional appeal — but it 
also imposes on us a special obligation 
— to take on those moral duties which, 
when assumed, seem invariably to be 
in our own best interests. 
You 
have 
given 
me 
a 
great 
responsibility — to stay close to you, to 
be worthy of you, and to exemplify 
what you are. lid us create together a 
new national spirit of unity and trust. 
Your strength can compensate for my 
weakness, and your wisdom can help 
to minimize my mistakes. 
Iiet us learn together and laugh 
together and work together and pray 
together, confident that in the end we 
will triumph together in the right. 
The American dream endures. We 
must once again have full faith in our 
country — and in one another. I believe 
America can be better. We can be 
stronger than before. 
lid our recent mistakes bring a 
resurgent commitment to the basic 
principles of our nation, for we know 
that if we despise our own government 
we have no future. We recall in special 
times when we have stood briefly, but 
magnificently, united; in those times 
no prize was beyond our grasp. 
But we cannot dwell upon re­ 
membered glory. We cannot afford to 
drift. We reject the prospect of failure 
or mediocrity or an inferior quality of 
life for any person. 
Our government must at the same 
time be both competent and com­ 
passionate. 
We have already found a high degree 
of personal liberty, and we are now 
struggling to enhance equality of 
opportunity. Our com m itm ent to 
human rights must be absolute, our 
laws 
fair, 
our 
natural 'beauty 
preserved; the powerful must not 
persecute the weak, and human 
dignity must be enhanced. 
We have learned that “more” is not 
necessarily “better”, that even our 
great nation has its recognized limits, 
and that we can neither answer all 
questions nor solve all problems. We 
cannot afford to do everything, nor can 
we afford to lack boldness as we meet 
the future. So together, in a spirit of 
individual sacrifice for the common 
good, we must simply do our best. 
Our nation can be strong abroad only 
if it is strong at home, and we know 
that the best way to enhance freedom 
in other lands is to demonstrate here 
that our democratic system is worthy 
of emulation. 
To be true to ourselves, we must be 
true to others. We will not behave in 
foreign places so as to violate our rules 
and standards here at home, for we 
know that the trust which our nation 
earns is essential to its strength. 
The world itself is now dominated by 
a new spirit. Peoples more numerous 
and m ore politically aw are are 
craving and now demanding their 
place in the sun — not just for the bene­ 
fit of their own physical condition, but 
for basic human rights. 
The passion for freedom is on the 


rise. Tapping this new spirit, there can 
be no nobler nor more ambitious task 
for America to undertake on this day of 
a new beginning than to help shape a 
just and peaceful world that is truly 
humane. 
We are a strong nation and we will 
maintain strength so sufficient that it 
need not be proven in combat — a quiet 
strength based not merely on the size 
of an arsenal, but on the nobility of 
ideas. 
We will be ever vigilant and never 
vulnerable, and we will fight our wars 
against poverty, ignorance and in­ 
justice, for those are the enemies 
against which our forces can be honor­ 
ably marshalled. 
We are a proud idealistic nation, but 
let no one confuse our idealism with 
weakness. 
Because we are free we can never be 
indifferent to the fate of freedom 
elsewhere. Our moral sense dictates a 
clearcut preference for those societies 
which share with us an abiding respect 
for individual human rights. We do not 
seek to intimidate, but it is clear that a 
world which others can dominate with 
impunity would be inhospitable to 
decency and a threat to the well-being 
of all people. 
The world is still engaged in a 
massive armaments race designed to 
equivalent strength among potential 
adversaries. We pledge perseverance 
and wisdom in our efforts to limit the 
world’s armaments to those necessary 
for each nation’s own domestic safety. 
We will move this year a step toward 
our ultimate goal — the elimination of 
all nuclear weapons from this earth. 
We urge all other people to join us, 
for success can mean life instead of 
death. 
Within us, the people of the United 
States, there is evident a serious and 
purposeful rekindling of confidence, 
and I join in the hope that when my 
time as your President has ended, 
people might say this about our nation: 
That we had remembered the words 
of Micah and renewed our search for 
humility, mercy and justice; 
That we had tom down the barriers 
that separated those of different race 
and region and religion, and where 
there had been mistrust, built unity, 
with a respect for diversity; 
That we had found productive work 
for those able to perform it; 
That we had strengthened the 
American family, which is the basis of 
our society;

plants, gas pipelines and water traffic 
in the eastern two-thirds of the nation. 
Hundreds of thousands of workers 
and school children were staying home 
as factories and schools remained 
closed to conserve fuel. 
Oranges froze on trees in Florida 
and fishermen were kept off the frozen 
Chesapeake Bay. A 169-mile stretch of 
the frozen northern Mississippi River 
was officially closed, stranding hun­ 
dreds of barges and towboats — many 
of them carrying fuel supplies. 
T em peratures 
were 
still 
cold 
throughout the region, with little 
change expected today. 
In Miami, snow flurries fell Wed­ 
nesday for the first time since the 
National W eather Service began 
keeping records in the 1880s. The af­ 
ternoon high was a chilly 47 degrees — 
the lowest recorded high temperature 
ever there. 
In North Dakota, they were calling 
the 20-and 30-degree readings a 
January thaw after the extreme cold 
earlier in the week. The higher 
readings, however, posed a new 
problem. 
“A marked increase in the cases of 
the common cold and other illnesses 
have been noted to correspond with 
w arn periods during the cold season,” 
weathermen at Bismarck warned. 
The common cold was not worrying 
officials in at least 21 states. They were 
concerned with “energy emergencies” 
— shortages, near-shortages, or 
severe strain on power plants or 
pipelines that carry natural gas to 
residences, businesses and industrial 
plants. 
Warnings were phrased variously, 
but the message was the same: 
Conserve. 
—E lectric power custom ers in 
louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
parts of Missouri were told Wednesday 
to conserve or face "periodic inter­ 
ruption of electric service” during 
peak demand daytime hours. The 
warning came from Middle South 
Utilities Co., a distribution system for 
power companies in the four-state 
area.

—The 7,300 persons who make their 
living harvesting clams, oysters and 
fish from Chesapeake Bay have suf­ 
fered losses of $20 million, said Mary­

—Winter vegetables and fresh citrus 
fruit from Florida may become 
scarce. The cold w eather froze 
tomatoes, melons and cucumbers on 
the vines and so many oranges froze 
that the state citrus commission said it 
might impose an embargo on the crop 
Monday. 
The Federal Power Commission 
offered some relief from the strain on 
natural gas supplies. It said Wed­ 
nesday that the Transcontinental Gas 
Pipeline Corp. would be allowed to tap 
a reserve supply of 3 billion cubic feet 
over the next 60 days. The company, 
based in Houston, has customers from 
Texas to New York.

Energy Outlook 
For N ew Leader 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Administration is greeting 
incoming President Carter with a grim 
forecast of tight energy supplies and 
rising prices for years to come. 
In a report issued Wednesday, the 
energy agency predicted a near 
doubling of residential fuel costs by 
1985 as a result of inflation and real 
energy cost increases. 
The outlook beyond that may be even 
worse, the report warned. 
The FEA says the world’s demand 
for oil will bump up against the limits 
of its production capacity in the mid or 
late 1980s. That supply-demand col­ 
lision is likely to spark even steeper 
price increases. 
The report’s relatively good news 
was that U.S. energy demand was 
expected to increase more slowly than 
previously predicted, a trend that will 
make it easier to reduce U.S. depen­ 
dence on foreign oil. 
Compared with a historic growth 
rate of about 3.3 per cent a year before 
the 1973-74 Arab oil embargo, U.S. 
energy consumption was predicted to 
rise at about 2.5 per cent a year, 
slightly lower than last year’s 2.8 per 
cent forecast. 
The FEA said the slower growth is 
due to the combination of energy 
conservation measures and fuel price 
increases.

and analysis, said in an interview that 
the FEA is assuming continued in­ 
flation ranging from last year’s 5.6 per 
cent down to 4 per cent by 1985, forcing

MIAMI (AP) — Seven sailors were 
killed and 13 others were missing 
today after a Panamanian cargo ship 
sank in the Gulf of Mexico in heavy 
seas. 
Hie captain, Alejandro Felix, and 
two crewmen of the 410-foot Ukola 
survived, the Coast Guard said. 
The Ukola, carrying bulk sugar from 
the Dominican Republic to Galveston, 
Tex., sank Wednesday about 200 miles 
northwest of Key West in seas up to 12 
feet high and winds up to 35 knots. 
Felix, picked up by the Coast Guard, 
was treated at a St. Petersburg 
hospital and released. The crewmen 
were rescued separately by other 
ships.

Kite-Flying Nuts 
Gather In Florida 


UDO BEACH, Fla. (AP) - The 
news was unusually weighty and 
profound this week. Some people, 
however, in this great disorganized 
land, gave their attention to lighter 
matters. 
Kites. 
With airy disregard of the in­ 
auguration, the execution, the budget, 
the weather and all other cares of the 
moment, a swarm of kite nuts, sum­ 
moned hither by Will Yolen, the world 
champion flier of kites, arrived with 
chins up. 
They found a cobalt blue sky above a 
whitewashed beach beside the calm 
green water of the Gulf of Mexico and 
were united in purpose. 
Their aim was to decorate that 
gorgeous sky with kites. Success was 
rampant. 
They flew kites of every shape and 
color. Kites as big as small airplanes, 
as small as big butterflies. Kites 
cumbersome and shapeless, tethered 
by ropes. Kites as sleek and graceful 
as the pelicans gliding by in formation 
applauding the show with leisurely 
wingbeats. Hundreds of kites in the 
bright southern sky. A galaxy of kites. 
An exaltation of kites! 
The display persisted until dusk’s 
first chill when lines were untangled 
and thirst set in. 
The thing about kite flying is that it 
is no big deal. There are no stultifying 
rules, no bosses or referees. Just let 
fly, feel the tug, watch it soar. 
Thus it was last Sunday despite the 
official-sounding billing of the event: 
the Ninth Annual International Kite 
Flyoff. 
Yes, one kite did bear a maple leaf 
design and a certified Canadian was 
found attached to it, but, in truth, the 
flyoff, whatever that is, was “in­ 
ternational” purely by declaration. 
Kite fliers come to play, not to quibble; 
a little exaggeration is part of the 
game. 
Take Will Yolen, the pied piper of the 
event. The way one discovers that Will 
Yolen is the World Champion Kite 
Flier is by reading the back of his T- 
shirt, which is documentation enough. 
Yolen is one of this nation’s freer 
spirits. He has been hooked on kites 
more than half his 69 years and this 
spring will teach a kite-flying course at 
Yale. 
Non-accredited, 
he 
ac­ 
knowledged. 
I^ast year, at the Eighth Annual 
International etc., Will Yolen sent aloft 
178 kites on a single line — a world 
record, according to kiting’s unim­ 
peachable source. 
“When the line broke it sounded like 
a cannon,” Yolen said. 
“It was 


thrilling. Those kites were last seen 
sailing high over the city of Sarasota, 
all attached. They have never been 
found. It was one of the historic 
moments of kite flying.” 
Will Yolen conceived the idea of an 
International Kite Flyoff and held the 
First Annual one, by himself, in 1969 
when he and his wife were wintering 
here at the Sandcastle Hotel. 
“It was Jan. 17, Ben Franklin’s 
birthday, the hotel is on Ben Franklin 
Drive, there was a nice breeze. If you 
were a kite flier, what would you do?” 
So he flew his kites, this sprightly 
man who has his world on a string. 
New Danger 
In C igarettes 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Children whose fathers smoke at least 
IO cigarettes a day run a higher risk of 
dying at birth than babies of nonsmo­ 
kers, German researchers say. 
If the father is a heavy smoker, there 
is also a greater risk that the child will 
be born deformed, the German 
Research Society said it found in an 
eight-year study. It said there were 
indications that male sperm was 
damaged by excessive use of nicotine. 
The government-subsidized group, 
whose 
40 
m em bers 
represent 
universities, scientific academies and 
research institutes, said 4 per cent of 
the children of nonsmoking mothers 
and smoking fathers died just before, 
during or shortly after birth, com­ 
pared with 2.9 per cent when both 
parents were nonsmokers. 
The institute also said it had studied 
14,774 women and found it unlikely that 
infant death at or near birth was in­ 
creased by “passive smoking” by the 
expectant m other breathing her 
husband’s smoke. 
Researchers found that in extreme 
cases of morning sickness, odds might 
favor the birth of a girl. The ratio for 
the entire study group was 107 boys to 
IOO girls, but the ratio for women 
complaining of intense nausea was 93 
boys to IOO girls, the report said.

His own statement of his project 
follows: "I will use the grant to con­ 
tinue research on a book entitled 
“Swastika or Red Star: The Battle for 
Germany 1919-1933.” With special 
attention given to the propaganda of 
both the Nazi and the communists on 
the Weimar Republic, I will be 
working mostly with the captured 
German documents of this period, as 
well as with the documentary and 
feature films available. I will sup­ 
plement this research with a trip to 
Germany to interview some of the 
remaining figures among the Nazis 
and communists who fought the 
political campaigns and battles for the 
streets which characterized the years 
before Hitler’s takeover of Germany. 
Hopefully this work will result in a 
book of both scholarly and popular 
appeal in the next few years.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Uke many 
items sold through the mail, most 
municipal bond funds can honestly 
promise no salesman will ever ring 
your doorbell. Many of them haven’t 
got salesmen of the kind who appear in 
person. 
Instead, they receive orders from 
individuals acting on their own 
initiative, but motivated by ad­ 
vertisements and other promotions 
that rely heavily on the message that, 
like the rich, you too can earn tax-free 
income. 
The interested person often responds 
by calling a toll-free number or writing 
a letter, receiving in return a packet of 
information that includes a pros­ 
pectus, descriptive literature and an 
application form. 
Almost certainly there also will be 
included a chart comparing tax- 
exempt income and taxable income, 
beginning perhaps with the 31 per cent 
tax bracket, which applies to a single 
return on taxable income of $14,000. 
In that bracket, a 5 per cent 
municipal bond — a bond issued 
perhaps by a town or school district or 
a public authority — provides income 
equal to that of another bond yielding 
7.25 per cent on which a tax payment is 
required. 
Mutual funds bought through the 
mail or by telephone are called “no- 
load” funds, meaning they are sold 
without payment of a sales charge. But 
there are load funds also, sold by 
brokers or a fund’s own sales staff. 
A big difference between the load 
and no-load funds is the sales or 
commission charge, which may 
amount to 4.75 per cent on orders of 
less than $25,000. For a $10,000 order, 
therefore, a customer pays a one-tiine 
charge of $475. 
Upon learning this, many customers 
suddenly become aware that in the 
first year their earnings won’t be what 
the charter indicates, but instead will 
be the interest minus commission. A 
pretax yield of 5.75 per cent would 
become just I per cent. 
Again, not all munifunds, as they are 


sometimes called, have sales charges, 
but all have annual management fees, 
at present generally from fourtenths of 
I per cent to sixtenths of I per cent of a 
person’s share value. 
A fund that earns 5.5 per cent would 
be reduced by the amount of that fee, 
in the instance cited from 5.75 per cent 
to 5.35 or 5.15 per cent, depending upon 
whether the fee is four-tenths or six- 
tenths. 
Still, the returns can be highly at­ 
tractive for some investors, especially 
those in the higher tax brackets. A 
couple in a 55 per cent bracket — $64,- 
000-$76,000 — can earn the equivalent 
of 11.11 per cent on a net 5 per cent 
yield. 
Such well-off individuals can, 
however, purchase individual bonds of 
their own choosing, and enough of 
them to obtain the security of diver­ 
sification. They may not need a mutual 
fund. Many of the ads therefore are 
aimed at smaller investors. 
An individual may open an account 
with $1,000 or even less in many of the 
funds, and thereafter can add to 
holdings in amounts of $100 or more. 
And he or she can redeem shares at net 
asset value. 
Convenience is a big selling point. 
One fund proclaims “You will avoid 
the unpleasant details of direct 
ownership of municipal bonds. Details 
like coupon clipping, safekeeping, 
watching the calendar for maturities.”

agement is stressed. Municipal issues 
for the funds will be “carefully and 
continuously analyzed,” and alter­ 
native investments will be “constantly 
monitored” in an effort to increase the 
return. 
On some of these points there is little 
dispute. But the claims of professional 
management especially are being 
examined critically by some people in 
the securities industry. 
Some of these critics maintain that 
without a record of success in trading a 
portfolio of municipal securities, some 
fund managers may be offering a bit 
more than they can accomplish, a bit 
less than buyers expect.

anxious and upset. Almost invariably, 
when any of these symptoms occur, 
the hyperventilation increases and the 
symptoms are magnified. 
This is a possibility that should be 
considered and brought to the at­ 
tention of your daughter’s doctor. If it 
does exist, then psychological coun­ 
seling and reassurance would be of 
great benefit to her. 
Fear of examinations should be 
respected.

It beats 
like a triphammer. I have a drug for 
this, but it’s never there when I need it. 
Someone told me about a cold water 
method that stops it immediately. Do 
you know about his?

Dear Mr. A.: 
When the abnormal rate of the heart 
beat, or tachycardia, begins, drugs are 
the usual way of interrupting this 
abnormality. 
Very recently, Dr. Marvin A. 
Wayne, of St. Luke’s Hospital in 
Bellingham, Wash., tried the cold 
water method you mention for 
breaking the rapid heart beat. 
“The patient is placed in a prone 
position (face down) above a pan of 
water chilled to IO degrees Centigrade.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If you are 
over 65, or use child day-care services, 
or are accustomed to a tax break for 
sick pay, you’ll find major changes in 
figuring your federal income tax this 
year. 


Millions of working parents will 
profit from a new, more liberal tax 
credit for babysitting expenses. The 
elderly have a liberalized, far simpler 
credit of their own. But sick pay is out 
unless you are totally and permanently 
disabled. 
To take advantage of any of these 
tax breaks you must use Form 1040 — 
the long form — plus supplemental 
forms: 2441 for child care, 2440 for 
disability income and Schedule R for 
the elderly credit 
One of the most significant changes 
approved by Congress in the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act allows you to get the credit 
for child care expenses without 
itemizing deductions. And you'll find 
the credit considerably easier to 
compute than was the old deduction. 
The law allows you a tax credit — 
which is subtracted directly from 
taxes owed — of up to $400 a year for 
the care of one dependent while you 
work and up to $800 for the care of two 
or more. The credit is computed by 
multiplying 20 per cent by the eligible 
expenses, up to $2,000 for one child and 
$4,000 for two or more. 
For the first time a married couple 
may take advantage of the tax break 
even if one spouse works only part­ 
time or is a student. And the credit is 
available to a divorced or separated 
parent who has custody of a child. 
There’s another significant change. 
You now may qualify for the child-care 
credit even if you pay a relative to 
babysit while you work and even if he 
or she lives in your home. But the 
relative’s pay in such a case must be 
subject to Social Security taxes. 
The replacement for the old sick-pay 
exemption allows a person under 65

The retirement-income credit, which 
was so complicated that many elderly 
persons neglected to claim it, has been 
made more generous and simplified to 
the point that it can be figured on the 
eight-line Schedule R. 
If you are single and 65 or older, you 
may exempt from taxation 15 per cent 
of the first $2,500 ($375) of ANY income 
— not just retirement income as in the 
past. For couples over 65, the exemp­ 
tion is 15 per cent of the first $3,750, or 
$563 
The amount of income to which the 
credit is applied must be reduced by 
Social Security payments and by one- 
half of adjusted gross income above 
$7,500 for single persons and above 
$10,000 for couples.

Old-Time Rivermcm 
Sees Tough Times 


CINCINNATI (A P) — Take it from 
veteran boatmen W.C. Beatty, 90, and 
his son, Cape John, 61: the ice buildup 
along this old river city spells trouble. 
This is starting out like the winter 
of 1917-18. That was the year of the bad 
ice—worst I’ve ever seen—and I ’ve 
been down on the river since 1907,” 
said the senior Beatty. 
His son is bracing for the worst in the 
wake of the first full freeze on the Ohio 
River in 14 years. 
The captain owns the floating 
riverboat restaurant, the Mike Fink, a 
popular eating place currently locked 
in IO inches of ice on the Covington, 
Ky., side, across from Riverfront Sta­ 
dium. 
He is taking precautions to save the 
41-year-old paddlewheeler from being 
destroyed when the spring thaw brings 
grinding ice. 
‘‘A boat is a people. You get attached 
to them,” said the captain Tuesday 
after maneuvering two heavy barges 
into position to shield the Mike Fink 
from the expected ice assault. 
The Mike Fink, a 50(Hon, 197-foot 
former towboat, is named after a 
brawling keelboatman who plied the 
waterways in the early 1800’s. 
“ She can be a little cantankerous at 
times, but she’s a good old girl,” said 
Beatty, who owns the largest marine 
salvage operation on the nation’s 
inland waters. He is familiar with 
rescue efforts, having saved more than 
60 persons from drowning during his 50 


years on the river. 
“ Another week of this 25 below 
weather and we're going to see some 
real bad times on this river," said 
Beatty, shivering in a chilled mist. 
He has positioned a derrick barge 
with ice-breaking capabilities up­ 
stream from the Mike Fink and 
stationed a tugboat, the Care Beatty, 
alongside to keep rampaging ice from 
puncturing the steel hull. 
His father feels the Mike Fink can 
weather the onslaught. “ She’s a strong 
old lady, all steel and in good shape. 
She’ll take a beating.” 
The captain’s major concerns are 
two upriver tributaries, the Licking 
and Miami rivers. “ The Miami can be 
real mean when it breaks up, but the 
Licking is one of the few rivers that 
runs north. That means its ice is going 
to be pushed right at us when it jams. 
It will run across the Ohio and right up 
the walls of Riverfront Stadium.” 
The elder Beatty watches the frigid 
temperatures and worries, remem­ 
bering the results of the 1918 ice 
disaster. 
“ When the ice went out, it wrecked 
every boat on the river, except one I 
built and several others. I saw a side­ 
wheeler pushed all the way up Mill 
Creek to where that new depot is now,” 
he said, referring to Union Terminal, 
the now-defunct railroad station built 
in 1933. 
“ It mashed boats of every size, just 
disintegrated them,” he said. 
Business Slows

Glenn’s bill, the Temporary Natural 
Gas Emergency Supply Act? calls upon 
the President to declare an emergency 
when a shortage is so severe that a 
state is “ clearly incapable of coping 
with shortages and the public welfare 
is endangered.” 
Following such a declaration, the 
FPC would set plans to shift gas from 
interstate pipelines with greater 
supplies to those serving the distressed 
states. The commission currently has 
no authority to make such allocations. 
Noting the forced closings of schools, 
businesses and plants due to gas 
curtailments, Glenn said: 
“ What alarms me even more than 
the grave present reality is that the 
government apparently does not have 
the legal means to thwart an im­ 
pending tragedy if temperatures in the 
Midwest stay at their record low 
levels. Ohio, and several other states, 
are one step removed from stark 
tragedy.” 
Glenn said his bill would be a tem­ 
porary, last-resort mechanism and 
“ strictly a protection against the 
possibility that some states would be 
paralyzed while others suffer com­ 
paratively little hardship.”

COLUM BUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Democrat ic-sponsored proposal 
for 
repeal of all state business taxes in 
favor of a Single Business Tax has 
gotten a cold shoulder from the ad­ 
ministration of Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Rep. Edward J. Orlett, D-34 Dayton, 
chairman of the House Economic 
Affairs and Federal Relations Com­ 
mittee, offered the all-inclusive tax as 
an alternative to Rhodes latest in­ 
dustrial tax incentive package. 
Orlett called Rhodes' plan for 
selective tax breaks to stimulate in­ 
dustry a piecemeal approach and 
asked where money would be found to 
make up for losses stemming from ex­ 
emptions. 
' Would it not be better to completely 
overhaul Ohio’s business tax struc­ 
ture—repeal the corporate franchise 
tax, tangible personal property tax, 
the business portion of the intangibles 
tax,” and all other business taxes, he 
asked. 
Instead, Orlett would levy a Single 
Business Tax on all businesses, based 
on a percentage of a tax base that 
would be determined by the sum of 
profits, plus payroll, net interest paid, 
and depreciation—and minus capital 
expenditures. 
The IOO per cent write-off of new 
capital investments would be a major 
benefit, permitting industries with 
construction underway to keep cash on 
hand, he said. 
“ Property selection of a Single 
Business Tax base formula will 
favorably affect job creation, in­ 
vestment decisions and labor market 
patterns for this state for years to 
come,” Orlett said in a letter to 
Rhodes. 
Rhodes’ tax commissioner, Edgar L. 
Iindley, said in response to Orlett said 
the Single Business Tax concept in­ 
volved a broadening of the tax base 
largely by shifting the burden from 
capital to labor. 
An experiment with the tax in 
Michigan, Lindley said, found that 
high labor intensive firms, low profit 
firms and those actually losing money, 
took a beating under the system. 
He also cited as weaknesses 
a 
disassociation from ability to pay; a 
regressive tendency to increase costs 
of essentials, and a tendency to in­ 
ternalize the state tax system, also 
regressive. 
“ For reasons as yet not definitely 
identified, the Single Business Tax (in 
Michigan) has failed to meet its an­ 
ticipated revenue projections,” Lind­ 
ley said. "Its administrator indicates 
that another year’s experience will be 
needed to develop a data base suf­ 
ficient to even recommend solutions.” 


The Ohio taxman said Rhodes 
abatement plans would limit future tax 
burdens, but would not “ necessarily 
imply a reduction or loss in existing 
revenues." 
“ I believe that prudence dictates 
that final judgment on the Single 
Business Tax be reserved, at least 
until Michigan's second year of ex­ 
perience is completed," he told Orlett. 
The Dayton lawmaker said he was 
considering 
introducing 
Single 
Business Tax legislation next month. 


The governor’s bills are also expected 
to be introduced in February.

Liszt R ediscovered 


PURCHASE, N.Y. (AP) - Dr. 
Nancy Reich recently discovered a 
long-lost piano work by Franz liszt in 
the Manhattanville College Library 
here. The work, a fantasy based on 
Rossini’s opera, “ The Siege of 
Corinth,” is called ‘‘Introduction des 
Variations sur une Marche du Siege de 
Corinth.” It is dated 1830, and was 
written when liszt was about 19. 


Dr. Reich, an assistant professor of 
music at the college, said this par­ 
ticular work by liszt had never been 
published and was last mentioned in a 
catalog of the composer’s works 
compiled by August Golerich in 1908. 


Later catalogs, including Humphrey 
Searle’s 1954 compilation, listed about 
66 doubtful or lost works by Liszt, she 
explained. “Since then, two mentioned 
by Gollerich have turned up in the 
United States — including this one.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes says the federal- 
state investigations of Medicaid and 
other welfare programs will conclude 
with Ohio having a “model depart­ 
ment, the only one in the United 
States.” 
Rhodes said he is confident because 
Richard 
L. 
Krabach, his former 
finance and administrative services 
director, will head the major effort of 
determining what changes need to be 
made. 
Krabach recently resigned as ad­ 
ministrative services director, under a 
prior agreement with Rhodes to stay 
only during the governor’s third term 
transition. 
But he stayed on, at Rhodes’ request, 
to be head of the Governor’s Cost 
Control Council—a group seeking ways 
to streamline state government and 
weed out unneeded bureaucracy. 
The council consists of a group of 
unpaid businessmen whose recom­ 
mendations, says Rhodes, already 
have resulted in a savings for state 
government of $40 million. He said he 
anticipates another $100 million in 
savings when the recommendations 
are completed and Implemented. 
“Dick Krabach is going to be in 
charge of the welfare reorganization,” 
said Rhodes, adding “we are going to 
have a model department over there.” 
Krabach also will head the council’s 
effort to eliminate waste in education, 
the governor said. 
Rhodes’ confidence in Krabach goes 
at least back to the mid-1960s when the 
then state finance director headed a 
.socalled “little Hoover Commission” 
which submitted 316 recommendations 
and assertedly saved Ohio about $23 
million a year.

Toll-Free Turnpike 
Prospect U nder Fire 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
prospect of a toll-free Ohio Turnpike in 
the early 1980s has 
been 
again 
challenged. 
T ransportation Research Board 
Chairman Roger F. 
Dreyer said 
Wednesday that tolls should be con­ 
tinued on the 241 mile roadway even 
after its debt is paid off, in order to 
bring it up to federal standards. 
“The economics of the state budget 
being what it is, it is no longer prudent 
for any public earning asset to be 
vacated 
for 
purely 
emotional 
reasons,” Dreyer said in Ohio News 
Service, a political newsletter he co- 
publishes. 
“The road should be essentially 
rebuilt to today’s safe interstate 
standards before it becomes a free 
road,” Dreyer maintained. “Any other 
course is irresponsible.” 
Dreyer helped develop legislation in 
1972 that would have created an Ohio 
Transportation Commission to absorb 
the turnpike commission, its assets 
and revenue-raising power. The bills, 
never approved, were bitterly opposed 
by the late James W. Shocknessy, 
chairman of the commission for 
almost 26 years, who insisted the high­ 
way should be free to Ohioans when its 
bonded debt was paid. 
With only about $75 million out­ 
standing, that could become a reality 
as early as 1981. 
D reyer’s 
com m ents 
did 
not 
represent a policy statement of the 
Transportation Research 
Board, 
which is mainly involved with over­ 
seeing the Transportation Research 
Center, near Marysville. 
Turnpike Executive Director Alan 
V. Johnson said the northern Ohio 
highway already met “most essential 
standards” required of federal high­ 
ways. 
Under a 1964 agreement, the turn­ 
pike 
will 
become 
a federal-state 
responsibility when it is debt free. The 
turnpike commission, which currently 
operates it, is a quasi-independent 
agency. 
According to Ohio law, the turnpike 
must become a free highway when the 
bonds are paid off and it is “in good 
condition and repair to the satis­ 
faction” of the transportation director. 
Shocknessy interpreted that to mean 
“in good condition” as a turnpike and 
not that improvements or an ex­ 
pansion must be made, Johnson said, 
“I consider that the turnpike is in 
outstanding condition and repair,” 
Johnson said in a telephone interview 
in Berea. 
Form er Transportation Director 
Richard Jackson, currently head of 
administrative services, interprets the 
law somewhat differently.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Inter- 
American Development Bank’s recent 
approval of loans to Peru to build a 
large hotel two miles from Machu 
Picchu, the lost city of the Incas, has 
heightened archeologists' concerns 
that by making the area more ac­ 
cessible to visitors, its charm may be 
lost forever. 
Machu Picchu, discovered in the 
isolated Andean jungle by Hiram 
Bingham in 1911, is a score of granite 
shrines, fountains, dwellings and steep 
stairways built on a saddle between 


two peaks. Part of its appeal Is its 
splendid isolation. 
Already hundreds of visitors reach 
Machu Picchu each day by a long train 
and bus trip from Cuzco, but the small 
hotel at the site allows only a 
privileged few to remain overnight. 


According to “We Americans,” a 
National Geographic Society book, 
about one out of every four American 
colonists remained loyal to the British 
crown during the Revolutionary War.

LOGAN, Ohio (AP) — Severe 
weather of the psi month is creating 
some spectacular scenery for cold 
weather buffs who take the annual 
winter hike at Hocking State Park Sat­ 
urday. 
Employes of the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources have worked all 
week to prepare parking and trail 
facilities for an expected turnout of 
5,000 hikers. 
If that many make it, Larry Henry of 
the Division of Parks and Recreation 
said it will be a record. He said the 
more than 4,000 who made the hike last 
year was a record turnout. 
The only hitch that has developed in 
the planning so far is a lack of clip-on 
shoe spikes for hiking guides. 
“We’ve bought all we can find,” 
Henry said, “and it looks like about ten 
guides will have to slip and slide on the 
ice and snow like the other hikers.” 
Henry said about 150 department 
employes will be involved as guides, 
rangers, emergency crews, trail 
workers and drivers. 
“There is 12 inches of snow in the 
area and all the falls are frozen solid,” 
he said. “This is the first time since 
1968 we have had both conditions.” 
Weather forecast for that area 
Saturday calls for morning snow and 
temperatures into the high 20s during 
the day, ideal conditions for the hike. 
“We are getting 20-30 calls a day 
about the hike,” Henry said, “if the 
weather turns severe we are prepared 
to cut the hike to three miles. 
“The only way we would cancel is if 
snow blocks the roads and nobody can 
get to the starting point at Old Man’s 
Cave.” 
Division crews will work Friday 
night checking, clearing and sanding 
the trail through woods, ravines and 
rock crevaces. 
Guides are to be at work at 7:30 arn. 
with the first guided group to start at 9 
a.m.

Revenue 
Hearing 
Proves Flop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
officials didn’t exactly applaud the 
federal bureaucracy this week when a 
hearing on Ohio’s use of $183 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds turned 
out to be a flop. 
One person—a state em ploye- 
showed up. 
James A. Vroonland, budget and 
management official who set up the 
hearing Tuesday, observed Wed­ 
nesday, in classic understatement: “I 
would say that it was not a very enthu­ 
siastic response.” It suggested, he 
added, there was “no real need for 
such a hearing.” 
Vroonland had two aides deployed 
all day with note pads intact in a large 
hearing room on the 29th floor of the 
State Office Tower. 
It was below zero outside much of 
% the day, and Vroonland the weather 
may have been a factor. He set the 
hearing, and advertised it in advance, 
under a new federal law that requires 
the states to invite citizen input prior to 
legislative deliberations into the use of 
revenue sharing funds, he said. 
But he said he was “a little sur­ 
prised” that various lobbying groups, 
always seeking more support for their 
special projects, did not testify. 
He speculated they were so­ 
phisticated enough to know that the 
legislature will conduct hearings later 
on how the money should be spent. 
Ross Ekstrom, a mental health 
employe, was the sole witness 
Tuesday. He expressed concerns about 
spending outlays for his agency “but 
didn’t make any specific recommen­ 
dations,” Vroonland said. 
The state’s federal dollars, which 
began with an $83 million allocation in 
early 1974, until now have gone into the 
general revenue fund and mixed with 
numerous other revenues which 
combine to finance state operations.

The park district, which administers 
the 368-acre Darby Creek Metropolitan 
Park, has provided the additional 
$35,000 for purchase of the land. 


The 29-acre tract is adjacent to the 
park along little Darby Creek just 
north of Allure Road near the Com­ 
munity of Georgesville.

Columbia Gas Seeks Okay 
To Acquire Emergency Supply 


Columbia Gas of Ohio has asked the 
Ohio Public Utilities Commission for 
unmediate approval of a plan that 
would enable the company to deliver 
several billion cubic feet of emergency 
gas to schools, other curtailed com­ 
mercial customers and high priority 
industries. 
The plan requests that the cost of 
from three to seven billion cubic feet of 
more-expensive emergency gas the 
company anticipates it may be able to 
obtain during the remainder of the 
winter be spread over those customers 
benefitting from the additional sup­ 
plies. 
The gas is expected to cost Columbia 
about $3.25 a thousand cubic feet to 
obtain. When this price is spread over 
all affected customers it will mean an 
increase of from five to ll cents a 
thousand cubic feet in the rate the 
customer pays for gas service over the 
next 12 months. The final cost will be 
determined by how much gas can be 
obtained. 
Marvin 
E. 
White, 
Columbus, 
chairman of the board of Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, said the plan is being 
proposed to permit the company to 
attempt to limit or minimize additional 
curtailment on its customers as a 
result of the cold temperatures which 
are averaging almost 42 per cent below 
norm al throughout the state in 
January. 
He said the plan would comply with a 
recently-passed state law which 
requires that the additional cost of any 
short term emergency gas be charged 
only to those customers that benefit 
from the gas. 
When said “higher curtailments for 
commercial and industrial users may 
be necessary before the end of January 
Read The 
Classifieds 


to offset the exceptionally heavy gas 
usage this month due to the extremely 
cold 
tem peratures. 
However, 
Columbia may be able to reduce this 
curtailment or avert it altogether if we 
are able to obtain the emergency gas 
and if the plan is approved by the 
PUCO.” The additional curtailments 
would 
affect 
large 
com m ercial 
custom ers, including schools; in­ 
dustries that cannot use an alternate 
fuel; and the 10,000 small commercial 
and industrial customers that only 
recently came under curtailment. 
Presently PUCO procedures require 
that, if Columbia is able to obtain any 
emergency gas supplies, the company 
must survey all of its curtailed 
customers and offer the gas to them on 
a direct purchase basis. 
White said the plan Columbia filed 
today would elim inate this time 
consuming survey and would expedite 
the process of getting any additional 
gas that became available to the 
customers that need it at a minimum 
price.

There 
is 
something 
uniquely 
relaxing about a log fire. The peace of 
a quiet summer evening around a 
crackling campfire speaks for itself. 
The same is true of a well-stoked in­ 
door fireplace or blazing bonfire near 
the ice skating rink in winter. 
But a fire is only as good as its fuel. 
The burning qualities of wood vary 
considerably so it is always wise to 
match wood to the use you’ll make of 
the fire. 
A soft, resinous wood, for example, 
makes a poor choice for outdoor 


cooking. Unless you like your hotdogs 
or steaks flavored with the pungent 
perfume of pine or spruce, you'll 
choose hard woods for grilling. 
Fir, pine and spruce have their uses. 
They are soft woods. Because of their 
resin content, they are easy to ignite 
but they bum fast and hot. Soft wood 
fires are ideal for large fires of short 
duration. 
For indoor fires, hard woods 
generally are preferred. 
Included 
among the best choices are maple, 
oak, hickory, beech, ash and various 
fruit woods.

Bill Riley, 
W ashington 
Upset Sabres

The Washington Capitals may see 
that Bill Riley never eats a meal. 
Riley, a 26-year-old right winger, 
signed a pro contract Wednesday after 
a 16-game trial with the Caps. Then, he 
celebrated by picking up two key 
assists, helping Washington upset the 
Buffalo Sabres 4-2. 
In signing, Riley became one of the 
few blacks ever to play in the National 
Hockey league. He began the season 
with the Dayton Gems of the Inter­ 
national Hockey league and joined the 
Capitals on Dec. 30, but did not sign a 
contract since NHI, rules allow a 
player to participate in IO games be­ 
fore signing. 
“ I didn’t get to Buffalo until late in 
the afternoon,” said Riley, a native of 
Amherst, Nova Scotia. “ I didn’t get a 
chance to eat anything before the 
game. I’ve been so nervous the last 
five games wondering whether I’d be 
signed that I couldn't sleep before or 
after the games. I feel a lot better 
tonight.” 
The victory was the first for the 
Capitals over Buffalo in their history. 
The Sabres had won 12 and tied one in 
the previous 13 games between the 
teams. 
In the process, Washington made 
certain this would be the best season in 
the team’s threeyear history. The 
victory gave the Caps a record of 13-27- 
7 and 33 points — two more victories 
and one more point that it achieved 
last season and five more victories 
than it produced in its first season.

trees have the most pleasant aromas. 
They are more difficult to start, but a 
hardwood fire lasts a long time and 
needs relatively little replenishing. 
Firewood is most efficient when it is 
well seasoned, with a moisture content 
around 20 per cent. Aging outdoors for 
several months to a year-depending 
on the species—dries wood naturally. 
The process can be hastened by 
tacking the cut wood in a sunny 
location and covering it with clear 
plastic, leaving an open space near the 
bottom. The plastic sheet will intensify 
and trap heat from the sun and speed 
the drying while moisture escapes 
from the uncovered space along the 
ground. 
Lighting a wood fire confounds many 
a person who missed such useful 
training as a scout. The job is quite 
easy with the right materials. 
In an indoor fireplace grate or on a 
dry spot outside make a mound of 
crumpled paper or dry leaves at least 
the size of a football. 
Add twigs, small branches, wood 
chips or splintered kindling no larger 
than one inch thick. Be generous with 
the starter wood or pile on branches of 
increasing thickness until you’ve 
doubled the bulk atop the leaves or 
paper. 
Top the pile with several logs so 
they’ll slump against each other as the 
kindling bums away. light the paper 
or leaves and the fire is started. 
The logs should touch as they bum, 
but some space must be maintained 
between them to allow a free draft to 
oxygenate the fire. 
Add or reposition the logs as they 
bum, and you should be able to keep a 
flowing fire going as long as you like.
